You  must  answer  7  out  of  10 
fill  in  blank  questions,  or  a  solid 
minute  of  copy.  This  means  for  the 
Extra  Class  code  test  you  need  100 
characters  in  a  row  correct. 

Again,  a  reminder.  The  people  giving 
these  exams  are  volunteers.  That  means 
no  pay  or  compensation.  Be  as  coopera¬ 
tive  as  possible  and  please,  don't  plan 
any  other  activity  for  the  morning  of 
the  exam.
